LINCOLN'S  GUARD  15  DEAD  AT  HIS  HOME  IN  CAR,_ETON. 

Man  Who  Was  With  President  in  Ford's  Theatre  Succumbs  to  Illness. 


One  of  the  oldest  veterans  of  the  Civil  War  Sergeant  Jacob  M. 
Van  Riper,  36  years  old,  a  hero  of  the  major  engagements,  a  member 
of  the  guard  of  Abraham  Lincoln  the  night  he  was  shot  at  Ford's 
Theatre,  Washington,  and  the  one  who  carried  the  "resident  to  the 
bed  in  which  he  died  is  dead  at  his  home  in  Carleton  after  a  long 
illness.   The  veteran  died  late  yesterday  afternoon. 

Sergeant  Van  Riper  volunteered  from  Monroe  County  in  July,  1362. 
and  was  detailed  to  Company  K,  24th  Regiment  of  Michigan  Volunteers 
and  made  a  record  that  made  him  dear  to  his  comrades  in  battle.   He 
was  wounded  twice  and  took  part  in  the  many  major  battles  of  the  north 
and  south  offensives.   During  one  part  of  the  campaign  he  was  used 
to  spy  on  the  confederates.   His  manner  of  doing  this  was  very 
hazardous.   He  would  dress  in  civilian  clothes  and  work  himself  to 
the  rear  ranks  of  the  enemy  and  pose  as  a  confederate  aide  to  learn 
of  their  plans  of  battle. 

He  was  with  Lincoln  as  sergeant  of  the  guard  the  night  he  was 
shot  in  Ford  Theatre  and  was  also  part  of  the  escort  that  took 
Lincoln's  body  to  its  final  resting  place  at  Springfield. 

He  served  in  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg  in  which  battle  he  was  \ 
wounded.  He  was  wounded  again  in  the  battle  of  the  Wilderness  and 
his  bravery  in  this  battle  served  to  have  him  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  Corporal  and  thence  to  the  position  of  Sergeant  in  1864. 

Numerous  citations  were  accorded  this  Michigan  volunteer  for 
his  bravery  under  fire  and  he  was  paid  homage  on  several  occasions 
by  his  comrades.   For  his  deeds  of  gaiantry  he  was  the  recipient  of 
several  medals. 

Sergeant  Van  Riper  has  a  son  who  is  a  resident  of  Monroe.  He 
is  Frank  Van  Riper  of  144  Godfroy  street.

Carleton  Veteran  Won  Honors  in  Civil  War  and  Assisted  "Honest  *\be" 
when  shot. 

Sargeant  Jacob  M.  Van  Riper  is  dead.   The  86  year-old  veteran 
of  Civil  war  battles  whose  life  was  closely  linked  with  Abraham 
Lincoln  answered  the  final  summons  at  his  home  in  Carleton,  Michigan 
Monday  afternoon  after  a  long  illness. 

To  cue  nation's  surviving  old  soldiers,  ais  going  means  the 
passing  of  a  hero,  a  friend  and  guard  of  President  Lincoln,  and  the 
pride  of  Company  K. ,  Twenty-fourth  Regiment  of  Michigan  volunteers, 
a  daredevil  of  the  first  order. 

That  Sergeant  Ja*.e  was  a  dare  devil  cannot  be  denied.   He  was 
wounded  twice  and  took  part  in  scores  of  battles  as  well  as  going 
behind  enemy  lines  dressed  in  civilian  clothes  to  spy  on  the  plans 
of  the  confederacy.   He  was  with  Lincoln  when  he  was  shot  in  Ford's 
Theater,  Washington,  April  14,  1865,  and  helped  carry  him  to  the  bed 
in  which  he  died.   He  also  was  a  member  of  the  escorting  party  when 
the  ^resident' s  body  was  taken  to  the  final  resting  place  in 
Springfield,  Illinois. 

Sergeant  Van  Riper  volunteered  from  Monroe  County,  July  31,  1862 
to  do  service  in  the  Twenty-Fourth  Infantry.   He  was  moved  about  the 
country  to  various  battle  points,  taking  part  in  the  battles  of 
Gettysburg,  where  he  received  a  musket  shot  in  the  abdomen  and  in 
the  battle  of  the  Wilderness  he  again  was  wounded.   Shortly  after 
being  wounded  the  first  time  he  was  made  a  corporal. 

Various  other  battles  followed  in  which  he  took  an  active  part 
including  the  assault  on  Bloody  Angle,  Bethesda  Church,  and  Hatchers 
Run.   Deeds  performed  in  the  face  of  ememy  fire  brought  about  his 
promotion  to  sergeant  in  1864.   He  was  honorably  discharged  June  30, 
1865.   He  was  the  recipient  of  several  medals  and  was  at  one  time 
commander  of  Wallace  post.  G.A.R.

Nancy  Ellen,  John  Francis,  who  is  foreman  of  the 
John  Strong  Stock  Farm:  Leora.  who  resides  in  Detroir.  and  Julia,  who 
died  aged  forty-five.  At  the  time  of  Lincoln's  call  for  six  hundred 
thousand  more  troops,  for  three  years  of  service.  Mr.  Van  Riper  en- 
listed, July  31,  1562.  at  Flat  Rook.  Wayne  county.  Michigan,  in  the 
company  of  Captain  \V.  W.  White,  of  Livonia.  Michigan,  Colonel  Henry 
A.  Morrow.  The  company  went  into  camp  at  Detroit.  Michigan,  and 
a  short  time  later  was  sent  to  Washington.  D.  C.  from  whence  they  went 
to  the  front,  their  rirst  destination  being  Fredericksburg.  Virginia.  Dur- 
ing the  two  years  that  followed,  the  regiment  saw  some  of  the  hardest 
struggles  of  the  war.  participating  in  numerous  Moody  engagements, 
and  earning  and  retaining  the  reputation  of  bring  one  of  the  hard-right- 
ing organizations  or"  the  Cnion  cause.  Their  battles  included  the 
Wilderness  and  Gettysburg,  and  in  the  latter  struggle,  of  three  hundred 
and  ninety-six  stalwart  young  specimens  of  American  manhood  who  en- 
tered the  fray,  but  ninety-two  came  out  of  the  awful  battle  ready  or  able 
to  report  for  duty.  There  Mr.  Van  Riper  was  wounded  in  the  stomach 
by  a  spent  ball,  which  laid  him  up  in  the  hospital  for  a  period  of  two 
months,  and  at  -his  time  he  still  keeps  the  bullet  as  a  memento  of  one  of 
of  the  great  rights  of  the  Civil  war.  On  May  10.  1?64.  at  the  Wilderness. 
a  piece  of  bursting  shell  penetrated  his  left  side,  and  he  was  taken  to  rue 
hospital,  where  he  remained  for  some  rime,  being  later  sent  to  Spring- 
field, and  subsequently  honorably  discharged  at  Detroit.  A  faithful 
and  cheerful  soldier,  at  ail  times  ready  to  do  tiis  full  duty.  Mr.  Van 
Riper  was  also  known  as  a  brave  and  fearless  tighter,  and  through  gal- 
lant services  secured  promotions  to  the  rank  of  sergeant,  although  he 
had  entered  the  army  as  a  private. 

On  his  return  from  his  brave  career  as  a  soldier.  Mr.  Van  Riper 
engaged  in  farming,  and  so  successful  was  he  in  his  operations,  that  he 
has  lived  retired  from  business  cares  and  activities,  and  now  resides  in 
his  comfortable  home  which  is  situated  three-quarters  of  a  mile  south 
of  Flat  Rock.  He  belongs  to  Wallace  Post.  No.  75.  G  A.  R..  Flat  Rook. 
and  is  prominent  in  Grand  Army  circles,  having  served  in  almost  e very- 
official  capacity  in  his  post,  and  at  one  time  being  commander.  In 
politics  he  is  a  Democrat,  and   for  a   long  period   has   been   a   notary 
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sturdy,   successful,   patriotic   soldier- 
the  county,  and  fullv  deserves  everv 


and  genial  in  his  manner.  This 
citizen  is  one  o:  tie  leading  men  oi 
good  thing  that  ha^  come  to  Lira 

Frank  S.  Peter.-  During  the  past  quarter  of  a  century.  F.  S 
Peters  has  beer,  engagrd  m  breeding  fine  cattle,  and  is  today  recognized 
as  one  of  the  best  judges  and  most  successful  breeders  of  his  section,  and 
the  owner  cf  tl.  -  finer  h-rd  of  registered  thoroughbred  Holstein  cattle 
in  Monroe  eouzry.  Eis  handsome  stock  farm,  the  Huron  Valley  Stock 
Farm,  located  in  the  beautiful  Huron  River  Valley,  one  mile  south  of 
Flat  Rock,  in  Berlin  township,  and  two  and  one-half  miles  from  Rock- 
wood,  where  he  is  the  o~ne:  of  two  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  finely  culti- 
vated land.  Mr.  Pet-rs  was  born  on  his  present  farm  some  forty-five 
years  ago.  a  son  of  Jacob  and  Jeannette  (Hitchensi  Peters.  New  Yorkers. 
He  is  descended  from  a  family  that  has  been  public-spirited  in  times  of 
peace  and  patriotic  in  war.  and  members  of  which  have  held  places  of 
importance  in  the  fields  of  business,  finance  and  the  professions. 

•Jacob  Peters  was  born  in  New  York,  of  German  ancestry,  and  be- 
came an  early  settler  of  Monroe  county.  Michigan,  where  he  followed 
farming  and  stock  raising  all  of  his  life,  accumulating  a  farm  of  on-  hun- 
dred and  sixty  a  :-re?  ani  passing  away  at  the  age  of  forty-seven  years,  in 
1579.  He  and  his  wiiV  were  members  of  the  Baptist  church,  and  he  was 
fraternally  eonn-rcted  with  th=  Masons,  at  on<=-  time  serving  as  representa- 
tive thereof  at  the  Gran  d  Lodg~.  Mrs.  Peters  died  when  F.  S.  was  seven 
years  of  age.  having  been  the  mother  of  two  sons:  Sydney,  of  Burr  Oak: 
and  F.  S.  Jaeo*  Peters  was  married  (second-  to  Olestinc  Hotchkiss. 
who  died  in  1910.  without  issu-. 

F.  S.  Peters  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools,  which  he  at- 
tended until  he  was  twelve  years  of  aee.  At  that  time  h*  lost  h:s  father 
and  he  was  rear-:  to  rr.an.hoo'  by  his  step-mother,  being  taught  habits 
of  industry  and  integrity.  He  inherited  fifty-seven  acres  of  land  from 
his  father's  estate,  to  which  h-  has  added  from  time  to  time  until  he 
now  has  two  hvmdr-d  and  forty  acres  of  some  of  the  finest  land  to  be 
■:;  the  southeastern  part  of  Mh-higan.  Mr. 
i~s  and  success  in  breeding  thoroughbred 
:  reputation  as  a  raiser  of  Holstein  stock, 
modern  buildings,  including  a  stock  barn 
'.dings  for  the  shelter  of  machinery  and 
3  capacity  of  two  hundred  ton?  He  con- 
ducts a  large  dairy"  and  sends  his  milk  to  Detroit,  where  he  receives  the 
highest  market  prices.  His  stock  are  ensilage  fed,  and  he  keeps  his 
pastures  and  meadows  in  the  finest  condition.  The  whole  appearance 
■of  the  farm  testifies  to  the  thrift  and  ability  of  its  owner,  and  to  add  the 
finishing  touch  to  its  attractiveness.

In   the    February   issue   of   the    Downriver 
Seeker,     I   wrote    an   article    titled    "The 
Men    Who    Carried    President    Lincoln 
From    Ford's    Theater    After    He    Was 
Shot".       This    story   disclosed    the    icfent- 
ities    of   five   of    six   men's    participation 
in   this   historical    event.       At   the    closing 
•of  my   article    I   expressed   the   hope    that 
information   concerning    the    identity   of 
the    sixth   man,     as    a    result   of   articles 
printed,    might    be   forthcoming. 

At   our    DRGS    February   meeting    one   of 
our   members,     Colleen   Hall,    of   Trenton, 
brought   a    friend   as    her    guest.       This 
woman,     Georgia    Van   Riper,    who    is    also 
from   Trenton,    proceeded   to    tell  me 
about  her  husband   Michael's    great   grand- 
father,    Jacob    Van   Riper,    who   happended 
to    be    the    sixth   man   to    carry   the    wounded 
Lincoln. 

The    following    day    she   produced   two 
obituary  articles    that  had  been  in  their 
family's    bible    for    several   years,     which 
mentioned   that   Jacob  was    Lincoln's 
guard  and   assisted   in   carrying   his   body 
to    the  house   where  he    later   died. 

Making    copies   of   the   articles,    I  immed- 
iately made   plans    to    do    additional 
research,    aided  by   Colleen  Hall,    who   is 
also   helping   the   Van  Ripers    with   their 
genealogical  work. 

Learning   that    Jacob   Van   Riper   was    a 
volunteer    soldier   of  the   24th   Michigan 
Infantry,    as    was    my   ancestor,     Louis    L. 
Beaubien,     I   reread   my   material   which 
I   am   compiling    in   a    book   titled    "The 
Men   Of  The    24th    Michigan   Infantry   Regi- 
ment",   and  found   material   already 
referring    to    Mr.    Van   Riper,    who    will 
be  one  of  over  one-thousand   men  I  am 
doing   biographical    sketches    on.     Incident- 


ally,    this    information    was    in   my 
possession    for    several   years,     but   un- 
known  to    me    as    the    man   who's    back- 
ground   I  had    been    so    fruitlessly    seeking. 

Also    since    learning   his    identity,    another 
obituary   article    was    discovered,     and 
his    military   and   pension    records    are 
now   being   pursued    as    well   as    other 
pertinent   information. 


The    following   information  has    been 
gleaned   from   various    reliable    sources: 

JACOB   M.    VAN  RIPER 

Native   of   Berlin   Township,    Monroe 
County,     Michigan.       Born   May   25th, 
1840.       Son  of   John   and   Nancy   (Wycoff) 
Van   Riper,    of  New   Jersey, and   grandson 
of  Adrian  Van  Riper   of  that   State,    who 
came   from  old  Holland    stock. 

Jacob  first  marri-ed   at  the   age   cf   20,    to 
Catherine    Young,    at  Ash,    Monroe 
County,    on   March   4,     I860.       They  had 
six  children.       Catherine   died   Feb.    2, 
1918.      Sometime   later    (date   unknown) 
Ive  married  A.E.Van  Riper.    Her   full 
name   is  not  known. 

Jacob   enlisted   in  the   union   army   at   the 
age  of  22,    in  the   24th   Michigan   Volunteer 
Infantry,    Co.    K,    at  Flat  Rock,    Wavrse 
County,    Michigan,    on   July   31,     1362.,  when 
the   regiment   was    first  organized.       He 
mustered   out  with  his    regimenc   a*    Detroit 
on   June    30,     1865. 

Mr.    Van  Riper    resided   in   CarleLon,     MI 
and   was    engaged   in   a    very    fucr.essful 
farming    business.       Jacob    died    at   his 
home   in    Carleton   on   April    14,     1926, at 
the   age   of   86.    (Coincidentally,    on   the 
same   date   as    Lincoln   died,     61    years 
previously.  )      Jacob    is    buried   at   the 
P.iverside    Cemetery   in  South   Rockwood, 
MI.       He   was    a    charter   member   of    the 
Huron   Valley    Lodge    No.    403,     and   was 
once   commander   of   the   Wallace    Post 
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No.    75    G.  A.  R.    (Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic)   in  Flat  Rock. 


Military   Career: 

During   the   war    Jacob   was    active   in   the 
Battles    of   the    Wilderness,     Gettysburg, 
Hatcher's    Run,     Bethesda    Church,    Bloody 
Angle,    and   many  other   battles   where 
his    courage    was    put   to    the    test.   *  At 
Gettysburg,    on   the    1st  of   July    1863, 
Van  Riper    survived   a    bullet  wound  in 
the    stomach,    which   put  him   in   the 
hospital  for   a   period   of   two   months. 
He  kept  the   bullet  as    a   memento   of  one 
of  the   greatest   battles    of  the    Civil   War. 

He   returned   to   his    regiment   and   on 
May    10th,     1864   at   Laurel  Hill,     (part 
of   the    Wilderness    Campaign)   a   piece   of 
bursting    shell  penetrated  his    left   side. 
Again  he    was    taken  to   the  hospital   where 
where  he   remained  for    sometime.

In    1863   after   the   battle   of   Gettysburg, 
Jacob  was    promoted   to    Corporal,    and 
in  July  of    1864  was   promoted   again, 
to   Sergeant.       He   was   the   recipient  of 
several  medals. 

Van  Riper' s    duties    during   the   war   also 
included    spying   on  the    Confederacy. 
His   manner   of  doing   this   was    extremely 
dangerous,    as   he  would   dress    in   civil- 
ian clothes    and   go   behind   enemy   lines 
passing  himself  as   a   Confederate   aid, 
to   learn  of  their   plans. 

Jacob   served   as    a   guard   for    Lincoln, 
and   assisted   in   carrying  his    body  from 
Ford's    theater   that  fatal  night.    In   addit- 
ion,   he   had    the   honor   of    escorting    the 
President's    body,    which   was    transported 
by  train,    to   his    final   resting   place   in 
Springfield,    it  was    the   24th   Michigan 
who   was   assigned   to   perform   the 
martial   rights    at  the   funeral,    and   form- 
ing  the   head  of   the   funeral   escort, 
directly  behind   the   casket.
